I bave no reafon to think that 
Strangers that are of different Educations, Circum(tan- 
ces, Interelts and Defigns, fhould agree in their Senti- 
ments, when I fee that my Silter and I that were 
brought up together, are of the fame Principles, and 
have the fame Aim. of promoting Virtue, differ fo 
much not only about the Definition, but the very E(- 
fence of Happinefs itfelf. What 1 faid of Zaberte in 
my la(t was to demwenrttrate, that Men might enjoy a 
breat deal of Felicity upon Earth, tho’ their chief Plea- 
jure confifted in getting of Money; which all Philo- 
fophers would have to be a great Paradox. My Sifter 
as well as the Gentleman whofe part fhe took, could 
not but allow that Laberio received a great deal of Sas 
tisfiction th his way of Living, and that he enjoy’d 
all the Eafe imaginable; but becaufe he does not ad- 
mire the fame things which fhe would delight in, in 
his Circunttances, fhe finds faule with his Palate, and 
won't all hin: Happy, becaufe (jays fhe) he has got a 
wrong Talte of Pleature. De guitu non ef DiJpmtandum 
holds true as much in the other Enjoyments and Come 
forts of Life, as it does in thofe: of Eating and Drink- 
ing : For whether a Man loves to get or to jpendMoney, 
a great hurry of Bufinefs or a quiet Country Life, he 
that always feems to be pleafed, and fhéws himfelf 
eafy in his Station, is certainly the Man thar is Happy, 
As to Virtue, one may have as much of it in aCroud 
as he can in an open Field, and the {pending of Mo- 
ney leads a Man into as many Vices, if not mofe, than 
the getting of it. The Society likewife {tands equally 
in need of both; for as the Avaricious could never 
compaf{s his Aim of fcraping Wealth together; 1f there 
were not others that would patt with it more freely, 
fothey that are willing to {pend it, would never be 
the better for it, if they could not meet with People 
that did fet a greater value upon Money than them- 
felves; and the Country could do as little without 
Cities and gteat Towns to veud their Product, than 
the others could do without the Country to feed 
them: 
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_ From what Ihave faid I think it is evident, that 
every body is Happy that thinks himfelf {@; ‘for as it 
is aJow'd that ro body knows fo' well where the Shoe 
pinches as he that wears it, fo by a parity cf Reafori 
the fame Wearer 1s beft able to determine when it ig 
eafy. Whien once the Notion was received, that thete 
was no Happinefs without Content, the Philofophets 
whofe Pride was always unfathomable, endeavour'd td 
make the World believe that they enjoy’d ir, and yet 
moft of ‘em were morofe; ill-natur’d Fellows, and bur 
few of them ever difcover’d that Eafe and S:tisfa@ion 
which is fo vifible in the Countenance and A¢tioris of 
every body that is Conftious ef a Happinefs, tho mucle 
Jefs compleat than what they boafted of For whicti 
Reafon I believe, notwithfanding all the Pairs they 
took and Extravagancies they committed; to convince 
us of their reality, that’they were for the generality 
a parcel of unaccountable Hypocrites, full. of Splecis 
and Supetbity, and had not one Griin of Felicity” ‘iii 
thé” The Specious, word Contest has two Siguiticas 
tions, a litnited and an unlimited one: As for the 
firft, ‘no State or Condition, how full of Uncertainty, 
Trouble or Anxiety foever it may feem to others, ¢x_ 
empts a Man from it; he may be a Stock-JobSet a 
Gainelter, a Foot Soldier or a Galley Slave, and enjoy 
it. This is what we call Sud forte Contents efit, to be 
Content in ones Station, and fignifies in réality norhiinss 
elfe than a Man’s endeavouring, let happen what will 
to make himfelf a8 eafy as poffible, nd aleate'the belt 
of a bad Market. But Content in its large and unli- 
mited Acceptation, to which fave all along betn and 
Rill afé'To mariy Pretenders, fignifies fornething fo 
great; that it cannot be an attribute to Mortals: they 
mean by ‘it 4 Self-fufficiency within, by which a Mar 
creates himfelf a Happinefs out of a continual di light in 

vrém without 
can eithér bribe or prishes hits.” Seneca tries 
Thycfes, after he Has very Poetically ruh on for Thirty 
or Forty Lines in defcribing the fteadinefs of his ha ppy 
Man (which here he calls a King) fums up the whole 
thus: Rex ef qui metuit nihil ; Rex eff guique chpir nibil, 
He is happy that fears nothing, and ie for as little. 
This, I confefs, if Mortals were capable of teceiving 
fuch a Happinefs, would be Glorious, and what he 
fays is true, fuch a one is Happy; but what he adds 
it to in the very next’ Line, Hoc Regnum /ibi quifjue 
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dat: This Pros may every body give to himicif 
is an abortitnable Story ; nay, it is fo far trottt it: that 
to the degree they have extended it, it is impoffible: 
that it can fall in Mankind ¢ and I have often won 
der'd how Pride could ever make Men of the valt Wit 
Senfé and Penetration, that fome of them Hive thew'd, 
fo 
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fo ridiculoufly forget themfelves 48 to brag of what Gl 
they had rightly examined it) they mult have found 
inconfittent with Humase Natare. Time and Motion 
are fo intermix’d with, and infeparable from the whole 
Mafs of all created Things, that our very Being, Frame, 
and whatever belongs to us partake of them, and we 
have nothing about us that is lafting or feems inclin’d 
to be at a {tand: Humane Nature-delights in a Pro- 
prefs, and being perpetually fenfible of advancing to- 
ward fomething it ha$ in view ; for tho’ we love that 
one Pleafure fhould fircceed another, yet we Cant en- 
dure the contuunuance of any one without Intermiffion, 
and the greateft would become the moft intollerable 
Pains, if it was not for a State of Indolence to relieve 
us. 

The Confideration of all this makes me very angty 
with thofe People that would prefcribe Rules of Hap- 
pinefs to every body elfe, and anake the World believe 
that they are contented with their prefent Condition, 
when they are only too Proud or too Lazy, and gene- 
rally both, to take the Pains, others would fubnut to, 
to mend it. 

Horacio was.a-Man of Parts, an able Statefiman, and 
lived in great Splendor, but too much indulging his 
Pleafurcs he was turned ont, and forced to live mean- 
ly upon a fimall Eftate in the Country. He might fe- 
veral times have been reinttated in his Pott, 1f-he could 
have truck!*d to one that had been infertor to him ; 
burt the Soul of Horatio was too big, he embraces his 
Poverty, and makes an admirable Treatife in Praife 
of a Country Life, and the fatisfa¢tion he found in it ; 
He thanks his Misfortunes that they had brought him 
acquainted with that Tranquility, which otherwile 
be could not have tafted, and would now not part 
with fora Diadem., The Miniftry is alter’d, Horacio 
is recall’d, forgets what he has writ, and 43 as great 
a Courtier as ever. 

No fort of People brag more of being contented than 
your Poets, becaufe they over-value themfelves, and 
are Lazy, which generally makes them Poor; but nce 
thing is more Ridiculous in them, than that in the 
midit of their boafting of what they are, they fo often 
make wifhes to be what they are not; always pretend- 
ing to be fute, that if once they enjoy’d that, they 
would never defire more, when they smight more 
reafonably think that their with being obtain’d, the 
very addition, they received to what they had beiore, 
would put them upou withing for fomething elfe, 
Martial is very famous for his wifh, the beginning of 
which I put in the front of this Paper. Horace has 
ivade a great many, our Englifh Poets have done the 
fame: Inall of them their Humility, Contempt of 
Riches and Frugality are very Confpicuous, but # ever 
they met with a Cefar, or a Afecanas to make them 
opulent, they fhew’d themfelves no greater Foes to 
Pomp and Luxury than other People. 

What I conclude from all I have faid, is, that Con. 
tent in its limited Senfe. is very Commendable, but 
that the otlier is only a pretence toa Chimera, and a 
Romantick Notion that has no other. Parents than 
Haughtinel!s and Sclf-Conceit ; and that a great many 
People, that end their Days in the purftit of Wealth, 
and have in reality no other Delight thin what my 
Sifter call’d the Toil of Life, receive more inward Sas 
tisfaction, and enjoy greater Happinefs in the midit 
ef Noife and Hurry, than others, that retiring them- 
felves from the World, boaft ot their Canteat with 10 
anuch Arrogance. 

Urbano is very Rich, yet takes abundance of Pains, 
and is employed in heaping up more Wealth the 
ercatelt part of the, Day ; the reft he devotes to his 
Pleafures : In the midft of his Bufinefs he feems piea- 
fed, and ont of ’em void of Care, Urbano lives in 
Splendor, minds only himlelf, and lets every. body 
do as they pleafe. Sylvie follows no Bufine(s but Fru- 
gality, lives on his Income; He {peaks of Riches with 
Contempt, finds Faulk with the bultle of the World, 
and wouders at the Slavery which Urbano fubmits to 
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for the lovetf Money : Sylvid boalts of being compleat- 
ly. Happy, and yet inwardly confuumes himfelf with 
thinking, that Urbane, who makes no brags of ir, en- 
joys more Happinefs than himielf, oe
